DUKE OF MANCHESTER 
PLANS CUBAN DIVORCE 


To Risk Bigamy Charge in 
England to Speed Wedding 
to Another Woman. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Noy. 20.—William An- 
gusi Drogo Montagu,. ninth Duke 
of Manchester, dissatisfied with the 
laws of England on divorce, ac- 
cording to his own announcement, 
will depart shortly for Cuba to 
seek separation from his wife, the 
former Helena Zimmerman of Cin- 
cifinati. The Duke and Duchess 
have two sons. 

The 65-year-old peer, whose 
mother was Consuelo de Yznaga 
de Valle, a Cuban, expects, he said, 
to make a technical charge of de- 
sertion and obtain his freedom in 
order to marry an Englishwoman, 
notwithstanding the risk of being 
accused of bigamy in England, 
where divorces granted in Cuba 
are not recognized.

WHEN THOUGHT SAFE 


Dawes, Clarifying Position 
at Sessions, Points Out 
He Can’t Sit In, but U. S. 
Stands by Peace Pacts, 
Acts in Sympathy. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Nov. 20.—The League of 
Nations Council agreed in principle 
tonight to accept the Japanese pro- 
posal that an international com- 
mission be created to investigate 
the whole Manchurian situation. 

Both Japan and China agreed in 
principle to a proposal for an 
armistice in Manchurian military 
activities. 

The proposed commission would 
examine the question of treaties, 
the military situation and also con- 
ditions and guarantees of security 
of Japanese residents and property. 

In the meantime the Japanese 


army would hold what it already 
has in Manchuria, and the commis- 
sion would make reports from time 
to time to the League Council. 

This action was determined upon 
in a private meeting of the Council 
this evening. 

Conditions to Be Arranged. 

The cessation of hostilities would 
be based on the creation of the In- 
ternational Commission for Inves- 
tigation. Representatives of China 
and Japan. as well as all the oth- 
er members of the Council, adopt- 
ed this proposal, which is largely a 
Japanese suggestion. «After its 
adoption, the Council was informed 
that the Chinese were ready to ac- 
cept it in principle. In League 
quarters, the decision was regard- 
ed as a victory for the Japanese. 

The proposal does not bind the 
Japanese to withdraw their troops 
in Manchuria during the period of 
the inyuiry, but it was understood 
that the Japanese spokesman inti- 
mated the troops might retire if 
coniitions improved and made 
evacuation safe for the lives and 
property of Japanese. 

Tomorrow there will be an open 
meeting of the Council, and it is 
expected that the members will 
radopt the decisions which were 
agreed updn in principle today, and 
arrange conditions for an armistice 
and define the terms under which 
the investigating commission will 
operate. . 

Not Ready for Bojscott. 

Today's agreement was reached 
after it had become apparent that 
the big Powers were not ready for 


drastic measures to force with- 
drawal of Japanese troops. The 
impression already had gone 
around that France and Great

The case against the widow, 
charging she poisoned her husband 
and daughter to collect $1000 in- 
surance on each. will be presented 
to the grand jury next Wednesd@ey, 
State’s Attorney Louis P. Dunkel- 
berg said. 

Dr. B. M. Barringer, who was 
accused by Mrs. Mason of aiding 
her in the poisonings, was released | 
under $10,000 bond late yesterday. 
Dunkeiberg indicated he was still 
doubtful whether the woman's 
charge was true. 

R. lh McCormick, Emden bank- 
er, said he often saw. Mrs Mason 
in Armstrong’s company. 

“He generally brought her to the 
bank in his automobile,” said Mc- 
Cormick. “and would stay in his 
car parked at the curb while she 
came inside and withdrew three or 
four dollars. Then they would | 
motor away.” 

McCormick, Mayor T. U. Rade- 
maker and many other townspeo- 
ple of Emden came to the sup- 
port of Dr. Barringer yesterday. 
The doctor asserted the woman’s 
charges that he had furnished her 
with capsules of poison to give her 
husband and daughter were un- 
founded. He said he attended Ma- 
son and accompanied him to a Pe- 
oria clinic where Dr. W. W. Cutter 
preacribed small doses of the drug} 
which, taken in greater quantities, 
caused Mason's death. The treat- 
ments, Barringer said, were for a 
tubercular ailment.

BILL IN HOUSE OF COMMONS

“The United States is, of course, 
not a member of the League of Nae

farmer residing near Winfeld, 
identified all three as the men who 
had asked the way to Winfield just 
before the robbery. 

At first the prisoners would 

make no statement either of guilt 
or innocence. Barcume asked con- 
tinuously for a lawyer, while the 
other two were glumly silent. Fin- 
ally, however, Heuer admitted his 
identity. 
“I’m 37 years old and I’ve never 
talked before,” he added. “I'm 
not going to teli you anything now. 
The law’s just got to take its course 
with me. I guess we're up against 
a necktie party, but that makes no 
difference to me, because I've got 
tuberculosis and I can’t live long 
anyhow.” 

Greet St. Louis Detectives. 

In the ensuing conversation Bar- 
cume answered to that name and 
otherwise tacitly admitted his 
identity. “ When Detective Sergt. 
Joseph Wren arrived from St. Louis 
he greeted him: “Hi, Joe; here we 
are.” Both men also. greeted 
Wren’s brother, Lieut. Tom Wren, 
by his first name when he got to 
Troy half an hour later. 

An investigation of the robbery 
begun before the arrest of the 
three men yesterday was in prog- 
ress when the station agent’s tip led 
to the trio in Hawk Point. 

This inquiry began with the ar- 
rest of Tom Morris, 52 years old, 
of Winfield, who had excited the 
suspicion of his neighbors by get- 
ting unduly drunk aticr the rob- 
bery and by making veiled refer- 
ences to the possibility he might be 
arrested. 

When Deputies took him into 
custody Morris told a story of hav- 
ing met two men sent to him by 
his friend Scanlon of Alton. The 
men, he _ said, asked his help in 
finding a site for a still and Tom 
took them around in his battered 
model T Ford. 

Officers Search for Scanlon. 

He told Deputies that during the 
tours he was too drunk to remem- 
ber where he had gone, but towns 
people recalled that they had seen 
Tom's Ford passing the bank with 
the strangers. Sheriff Groshong 
and Prosecuting Attorney Avery 
hurried to Alton only to find that 
Scanlon had left home. They were 
returning to Troy when the fugi- 
tives was arrested. 

Scanion is 63 years old, and a 
hod carrier by trade. Both Bar- 
cume and Heuer are 37. Heuer has 
served six penitentiary, jail and re- 
formatory terms, while Barcume 
has served one penitentiary and 
one Workhouse term. 

When the police pegan making 
arrests after Berg’s return, one of 
their prisoners, presumably Paul A. 
Richards, 30-year-old attorney and 
self-declared agent of the kidnap- 
ers, gave them information indi- 
cating that Heuer and Barcume had 
gone to Kansas City. This ren- 
dezvous is believed to have been ar- 
ranged for the purpose of splitting 
the expected ransom money out of 
reach of the St. Louis police. 

When the news of pra: ar- 
rest was broadcast far and wide the 
day after Berg was returned Heuer 
and Barcume, the former told 
deputiés, left Kansas City in their 
automobile. Where they went they 
declined to say, but Scanlon told 
deputies he met them in St. Louwis 
last .Tuesday. They are presumed 
to have gone to a hideout near Al- 


ton.

Sheriff Fitzgerald of Dfadison. 


County raided a farm near God- 
frey, northeast of Alton. Tuesday 
afternoon on information the kid- 
napers were there, and arrested at 
the place Mrs. Bareume. He was 
informed Barcume and Heuer had 
been there, but had departed. A 
squad of St. Louis detectives, armed 
with machine guns, was immediate- 
ly posted at the farm. They re- 
turned to St. Louis yesterday when 
they received news of the arrest at 
Hawk Point. 


When they left St. Louis Heuer 
and Barcume were in a new Chev- 
rolet automobile owned by a friend 
of Heuer, from whom it was taken 
without permission. The car was 
found yesterday in a thicket where 
Barcume had said they had aban- 
doned it. 

Manacled to Detectives, Bar- 
cuyne and Heuer were returned to 
St. Louis at 8 o’clock last night. 
Heuer was obviously weak from ill- 
ness. Barcume, shorter and sturd- 
ier, also declared he had tubercu- 
losis and needed _ special medical 
attention, a statement policemen 
were inclined to discount. 

Claimants for Reward. 

Several claimants for the $2000 
reward for the men have already 
appeared. They include the sta- 
tion agent at Hawk Point, a woman 
who says she recognized the men, 
and the deputies who made the ar- 
fest. Chief Gerk announced he 
probably would advise them to file 
suit so that the Circuit Court 
could pick the winner. 

Both Heuer and Barcume are 
former clients of Richards. In a 
conversation with Morris G. Levin- 
son, Berg’s attorney, during ran- 
som negotiations. Richards’ told 
him the leader of the kidnapers 
was a client whom he had defend- 
ed in an Indiana case and had 
helped out of trouble in St. Louis 
County. ° 

This description fitted Heuer 
who served a. penitentiary term 
in Indiana in 1925, and who later 
was paroled from a jail term as- 
sessed in St. Louis County for 
breaking jail. In the case in the 
county Richards was Heuer’s attor- 
ney of record. 

The grand jury investigating the 
kidnaping case heard the testimony 
of 11 policemen today and indict- 
ments are in immediate prospect, 
although Circuit Attorney Miller is 
still silent as to the day they are 
likely to be voted. 


ILLINOIS SHERIFF 
INDICTED FOR SALE 
OF SEIZED LIQUOR 


U. S. True Bills Against 
George Krueger of Mas- 
saic County, Chief Dep- 
uty and 32 Others. 


Sheriff George Krueger of Mas- 
sac County, Mlinois, and his Chief 
Deputy, Fred Risinger, were indict- 
ed today by the East St. Louis Fed+- 
eral grand jury, on charges of con- 
spiracy, in the receiving and sale 
of liquor obtained in raids and oth- 
erwise from bootleggers. Thirty- 
two other persons were named in 
the conspiracy indistment, which al- 
leges 17 overt acts in violation of 
‘law. ‘ 

One of the allegations ts that the 
two officials sold liquor to prison- 
ersin the county jail at Metropolis. 
In the trial of another defendant 
at Cairo last June, a Negro witness 
testified that the jail was used as 
a bottling and distributing point for 
whisky seized in raids. The Gov- 
ernment expects to show that liquor 
Was also given to the two Officials 
by bootleggers, to obtain official 
protection. 

Federal prohibition agents 
charge that«the liquor traffic has 
flourished in Massac County since 
Risinger was elected Sheriff in 
1926, on the Republican ticket. 
Kreuger was his chief deputy. Last 
year Krueger was elected sheriff, 
and named Risinger as his chief 
deputy. Massac County is in the 
extreme southeast part of Illinois, 
on the Ohio River. Paducah, Ky., 
is across the river, and much of the 
liquor made in Massac County was 
taken there. Metropolis, Brook- 
port and Unionville, the last-named 
place known to rivermen as “Pis- 
tol City,” have been recognized 
centers of this illicit trade. 

Besides Krueger and Risinger, 
those indicted were: 

Ben Fick, owner of three busi- 
ness places in Metropolis, regard- 
ed as go-between for the two offi- 
cials in the liquor trade, and al- 
ready under prison sentence; Her- 
schel and Ernest Krueger, brothers 
of the Sheriff; alleged to have op- 
erated a still; John and William 
Carrell, William Gray, Dewey Weth- 
erington, Joseph Bean and Ike Mc- 


Currie, employe of Fick; Rufus 
Dean, Otis Holder, Owen Angelly, 
Frank McGhee, Julius Grace, 


George Hillebrand, Frank Simpson, 
James Craig, Gus Gurley, Sam Gro- 
gan, Cecil Henderson, Democrat 
Smith, Fred Potterbaum, Ed Find- 
berg, Arthur Mays, W. H. More- 
land, Grover Thompson, Olen Phil- 
lips, Oscar Peterson, Alvah Rush- 
ing, Edgar Peterson, Herman Seth 
Davis and Dempsey Jackson. 

Herman Seth Davis is charged 
with taking part with Risinger and 
Krueger in the sale of Hquor to 
prisoners in the jail in the period 
from December, 1929, to March, 
1930. The two officials are charged 
with receiving liquor from ea | 
crat Smith, Potterbaum and Find* 
berg in 1928, and Risinger with re- 
ceiving liquor from McCurrie in 
1925. Davis and Arthur Mays are 
charged with delivering whisky 
from Risinger’s home to one of six 
places of business named. The Fick 
employes are charged with oper- 
ating saloons as public nuisances 
and with transporting and manu- 
facturing liquor. 

In the “Black Bottoms” between 
Unionville and the Ohio River, in 
Massac County, prohibition agents 
have seized more than: 100 stills in 
the past three years, according to 
agents’ reports to Victor J. 
Dowd, special investigator. Since 
last April, 27 stills #have been 
seized, most of them in heav- 
ily wooded localities where the 
brush is jungle-thick. In one raid, 
six stills were found in close prox- 
imity within an hour. 

Officers Waived Immunity. 

A tip-off system, by which rifle 
shots and sawmill whistles would 
warn the moonshiners of the ap- 
proach of raiders, has been in oper. 
ation, and as a result of these 
warnings, a number of the stills 
have been found deserted. . 
Two indictments for conspiracy 
were returned last June against 15 
persons in Massac County. Ben 
Fick was convicted and _  sen- 
tenced to a year and a day in 
Leavenworth prison and _. fined 
$3500. Four others receiyed fines 
and jail sentences. Arrests have 
been made and warrants issued 
against several persons in Paducah,

SNOWSTORMS IN NORTHWEST 
WITH BLIZZARDS IN 3 STATES 


SEATTLE, Wasn.. Nov. 20.— 
Snow lies in various sections ef the 
Northwest today following storms 
that swept a wide area southward 
from the Canadian line. 

Eastern Washington and north- 
ern Idaho and the Cascade Moun- 
tain sections of Washington and 
Oregon were hit severely yesterday. 
At Wallace, Idaho, 18 inches of 
snow fell and was blown into drifts 
to halt stage and rail communica- 
tion.

Gets Two-Year Term, the 
Maximum, in U. S. Court 
at Santa Fe. :

Thirteen men who were charged by 
the Federal Government with Oop- 
eration of a lottery scheme _ de- 
signed to “get the other fellow’s 
money without giying him a ghost 
of a show tc get it back” face pun- 
ishment ranging up to two years’ 
imprisonment and a $1500 fine. 
The maximum sentence was im- 


posed by Federal Judge Colin Neb- 
lett yesterday on. Jack Michelson, 
Albuquerque, N. M.,-reputed leader 
of the group accused of use of the 
mails to defraud in the operation 
of a lottery on the Saratoga Sweep- 
stakes last Aug. 6. 

The Government charged the 
men collected $1,000,000 under the 
name of the International Sweep- 
stakes Association and that buyers 
of tickets received nothing. Nine 
were convicted by a jury, one 
pleaded nolo contenderé and three 
pleaded guilty.

HOOVER WILL ASK 


FOR TAX INGREASE 


| Says President Will Not Be 


Swerved From Purpose 
by Fear of His Political 


Future. 


By the Aseociated Press. ' 
NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Presi- 


dent Hoover will not be swerved 
from proposing an increase in taxes 
by fear of his political future, Pat- 
rick J. Hurley, Secretary of War, 


said in an address last nght. “I 
have been told that if the Presi- 
dent proposes an increase in taxes 
he will not be re-elected,” the Sec- 
retary told the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“My answer to that is that the 
President its more concerned with 
the welfare of this nation and its 
123,000,000 inhabitants than he is 
with his own political future.” 

Secretary Hurley baid nearly all 
of the present Treasury § deficit 
“was created by measures vetoed 
by the President and passed over 
his veto by Congress.” He pre- 
dicted more “attempted raids on 
the Treasury” involving billions of 
dollars at the approaching session 
of Congress and served notice that 
Mr. Hoover will oppose them “with. 
clear-minded determination.” 

“The only way to meet the pres- 
ént deficit,” he said, “is to reduce 
appropriations and expenditures of 
the Government and to evolve a 
more equitable and reliable basis 
6f taxation.” 

The fact that the present tag 
system is “largely based on prof- 
its," Hurley maintained, results in 


a “serious weakness in the stabil-f- 


ity of the finances of the Govern- 
ment in -periods of stress and de- 
pression.” 

He predicted the President would 
have the support of Democratic 
and Republicans leaders in his fis- 
cal policies. “This ts not a par- 
tisan question,” he added.

The receivership suit was filed 
Noy. 22, 1930, by Mrs. Lena A. 
Wurdeman, wife of former Circuit 
Judge George A. Wurdeman. Mrs.

The same day 
Judge Mulloy appointed State Sen- 
ator Richard Ralph of St. Louis 
County temporary receiver, the or- 
der authorizing him to take charge 
of the company at once. 
E. W. Kopke, and other defend- 
ants in the suit, immediately ob- 
tained a writ of prohibition from 
the Supreme Court, forbidding the 
receivers to take charge, or the 
Judge to proceed with the case un- 
til the Supreme Cotrt finally pass- 
ed upon the application.

Commissioner John T. Sturgis, 
who wrote the opinion in division 
No. 1 of the Supreme Court, said 
the conceded facts showed that 
“notice could have readily been 
given to the opposite parties in- 
terested,’’ that the . appointment 
was made without any evidence 
other than the plaintiff’s verifica- 
tion of the petition; and that an 
attorney for the company appeared 
soon after the order was issued 
and unsuccessfully sought a hear- 
ing. The order provided a hear- 
ing Nov. 29, 1930, on the question 
of making the appointment per- 
manent. 

Criticises Court's Haste. 
Commissioner Sturgis said the 
facts showed no reason was given 
why the defendant was not heard 
befort the appointment, “except 
that the Court had already made 
the order a few minutes earlier.” 
“Surely this matter was in the 
breast of the Court till the day’s 
business was ended and sqme steps 
taken in carrying out the Court's 
order to the receiver," Commis- 
sioner Sturgis said. “The order to} 
have the defendant appear a week | 
latter, when the receiver’s posses- 
sion of the defendant's property 
would be complete. and then show 
cause why the receiver should not 
be made permanent, was obviously 
inadequate to perserve defendant’s 
rights. 

“Nor was there anything alleged 
in the petition, which we have set 
out almost in full, showing urgent 
necessity for the immediately ap- 
pointment of receiver. There was‘ 
no impending loss or destruction 
of defendant's property or dissipa- 
tion or removal beyond the court’s 
jurisdiction suchas brooks no de-| 
lay.

Maharajah Asserts Gandhi 
Is Leading India to Chaos 


Sortie Power Needed to Balance Factions, He 
in Speech Here—Finds British 
Are Developing Country. 
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_» Says 


The vested interests of native 
India do not find Gandhi's advo- 
cated “complete independence” a 


pleasant prospect, the Maha- 
rajadhiraja Bahadur of Burdwan, 
largest individual taxpayer in the 
British Empire, said in an address 
last night at Hotel Jefferson un- 
der auspicesof the Town Club. 

In powerful contrast to such 
Americans as Will Durant, and to 
followers of. Gandhi who have 
spoken here, he dwelt on “peace 
and prosperity” under British rule, 
the development of industries, the 
42,000 miles of Indian railroad con- 
structed in the last 75 years. 

“Do you ever realize,” he asked, 
“that the vested interests of India, 
like myself, are perturbed, not 
merely by the idea of independence, 
but by the chaos that will follow 
it? 

“Mr. Gandhi's movement means 
in certain respects going back to 
primitive conditions that will not 
be good for India so long as she has 
to meet and stand with other na- 
tions on a basis of equality.” 


Balancing Influence Needed. 

India required, he argued, “‘some 
other power’ to keep its various 
factions in balance. While the 
dominion status seemed to him 
much more, possible of realization 
than independence, he pointed out 
that the diverse elements were 
more nearly the components of an 
empire than the constituents of a 
dominion, and therefore indicated 
some sort of “federal’’ government. 

“It is easy,” he remarked, “for 
Mr. Gandhi to threaten the British 
Government that a greater passive 
resistance movement will be or- 
ganized when he goes back to In- 
dia, but it is not so easy for the 
other elements that make up the 
body politic to fall in line with Mr. 
Gandhi’s democracy.” 

Of the 350,000,000 population, 
he explained, 78,000,000 were Mo- 
hammedans, and of the 238,000,000 
Hindus, about 75.000,000 belonged 
to the low castes. These depressed 
classes, denied ordinary privileges, 
objected to “being handed over to 
the rest of the Hindus in any way, 
shape or form.” 

The two religions were funda- 
mentally opposed. The cow was 
sacred to the Hindu “as his own 
mother,” but its flesh was a favor- 
ite food.of Mohammedans of some 


cheapest. Hence there were relig- 
ious conflicts “sometimes un- 
worthily ascribed to the British, 


although there are times when a 


British official, perhaps affected 
by the tropical.sun, takes sides 
with Moslem or Hindu.” 


The Mohammedan Attitude. 


Further, he said, the Moham- 
medans took great pride in their 
ability to “wear out” the domi- 
nance of any other nation, and so, 
“while Soviet ‘Russia might have 
something very definite to say 
about the future of India, the 
Mohammedans might have others 
of their religion to come in from 
outside the Borders of India to re- 
vive the power of their race.” 
Coming nearer the case in point, 
he considered it very doubtful that 
the Mohammedans would give rp 
their special representation for 
mere numerical representation 
chosen in communal election, 
jointly with the more numerous 
Hindus. : 


The third obstacie to an inde- 
pendent India, he said, lay in the 
fact that two-fifths of India was 
“Indian,” with 75,000.000 persons 
in 532 principalities under feudal 
rule of the Indian Princes. The 
Maharajah himself, as he explained 
t oreporters, is not a ruling prince 
of “Indian India, but a ilend- 
owning noble of British India. He 
lacks the feudal power of the In- 
fian Princes, although his actual 
power may be indicated in his own- 
ership of territory slightly smatfer 
than Connecticut with populatio 
considerably larger. | 


A number of the smaller states 
of Indian India, he said, would be 
swallowed up by superior numbers 
in a representative independent 
government. The 108 “first rank” 
Princes, on*the other hand, had 
their Chamber of Princes, presided 
over by the Viceroy and dealing di- 
rectly with the Crown in settling 
their own problems under “first- 
class powers” sanctioned by treaty. 

“They have realized,” he said, 
“that they have as much liberty 
and independence as any new Con- 
sttution is likely to give them, and 
they are not willing to divest them- 
selves of any of the powers that 
they now have by treaty with the 
Crown.

PANAMA CITY, Nov. 19.—Work 
on Madden Dam, the $15,500,000 
project which will provide an ad- 
ditional water supply for the Pan- 
ama Canal and hold in check the 
roaring floods of the Chagres 
| River, will begin the first of the 

year. 

When it is completed in 1936 
there will be less danger from the 
floods such as those which recently 
filled Gatun Lake to the brim and 
forced suspension of traffic in the 
waterway until opened flood gates 
and locks could carry away the 
surplus water. 

The contract for actual construc- 
tion of the dam at Alajuela, 25 
miles inland from the Pacific, has 
been awarded the W. E. Callahan 
Construction Co. of St. Louis and 
Peterson, Shirley & Gunther of 
Omaha, at a joint price of $4,043,- 
557. ‘ 

The Madden bill, passed eseveral 
years ago, appropriated $15,500,000 
for the entire work. Extensive 
preliminary surveys were needed 
and as part of the project a con- 
crete road has been re 2 through 
the jungle to the site of the dam 
from Balboa. 

Because it is mechanical anéd@ 
must raise its traffic of ships aa 
much as 85 feet, the Panama Canal 
consumes water like a huge mill . 
wheel. Passage of an ordinary 
vessel means that 7,000,000 cubie 
feet of water must be poured into 
the oceans. 

Gatun Lake, the’ canal’s regular 
source Of supply, is the largest arti- 
micial lake in the world, but this 
drain upon it is bound to tell. In 
addition, hydrographic engineers 
keep a close watch on evaporation. 

Through the dry season from 
Nov. 15 until April 15, the lake 
dries up at the rate of 900 cubis 
feet a second. Evaporation pro- 
ceeds at about half that rate in the 
rainy season when there is less 
sunshine, the air is cooler and the 
winds gentler. 

There has fever been a serious 
shortage of water for the canal but 
Madden Dam will remove all such 
possibilities.

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DR. GOULD IN BOOK 
TELLS OF ANTARCTIC 


Member of Byrd’s Party Says 
Climate Was Once Tem- 
perate to Sub-Tropical. 


Dr. Laurence McKinley -Gould, 


professor of geology at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, who was sec- 
ond in command of Admiral 
Byrd’s 1928-30 expedition to the 
Antarctic, has published a book, 
“Cold,’’ which tells in interesting 
style about his two journeys from 
the basé at Little America. These 
heroic trips shared in public inter- 
est with Byrd’s flight over the 
South Pole, when the first news 
of them came over the radio. 
“Cold,” which is issued by Brew- 
er, Warren & Putnam, New York, 
describes the ill-fated flight of 
Gould’s geological party to the 
Rockefeller Mountains, when their 
airplane was demolished by a bit- 
ter wind that exceeded 106 miles 
an hour at times. It also tells at 
length of the 1525 fhile, 11-week 
sledge trip led by Gould to the 
Queen Maud Mountains, which has 


been called “the last real polar 
sledge journey.” 
Gould listed the accomplish- 


ments of his geological endeavors, 
and lamented the fact that ex- 
plorers have had to base their ap- 
peals for financial support upon 
efforts to achieve the Poles. Of 
this the book says: “I have little 
doubt but that had Admiral Byrd 
sought support for such an exten- 
sive expedition as he had planned, 
solely on the basis of the research 
that he hoped the edition to 
accomplish, he would have failed. 
And had he failed in his polar 
flight the larger scientific results 
of the expedition would have been 
viewed in a much less generous 
light by the general public.’’ 
Scientific Results LAsted. 

Scientific results of the trek to 
the Queen Maud Mountains are 
listed by Gould as follows: 

“We had climbed the slopes of 
Mount Nansen and found the Bea- 
con Sandstone with its seams of 
coally material We had deter- 
mined that the Queen Maud Moun- 
tains were a continuation of the 
extensive fault block mountains 
that mark the western boundary of 
the Rose Sea—that they were a 
part of the most extensive moun- 
tain system of this kind to be found 
anywhere in the world. We had de- 
termined the correct direction 
of the course of trend of the Queen 
Maud Mountains, thus changing 
the previous geographical notions 
about this sector of the Antarctic. 
We had added the final proof as to 
the nonexistence of Carmen Land, 
thus removing a great supposed 
highland from the map. Our sledge 
‘journey eastward to Marie Byrd 
‘Land had pushed the limits of the 
| Ross Shelf Ice more than 100 miles 
farther east than it had been 
known to exist before.” 

The finding of one little piece of 
sandstone of Mount Nansen was 
enough to repay Gould for his long, 
arducus trip across the ice, he 
wrote. The foothills were formed 
of the world’s oldest known rocks. 
In the mountains the party founa 
coal, little more than 300 miles 
from the South Pole. The present 
glacial condition of the Antarctic 


rule, says “Cold,” continuing: ‘‘Coal 
is one of a number of evidences 
that it once had a climate that was 
temperate to subtropical at least. 
In the record of the rocks that we 
know, there is no evidence that gla- 
cial conditions existed in the Ant- 
arctic until the coming of the 
great Ice Age, in very recent geo- 
logical time, which still holds sway 
over this continent. For millions 
of years before this it had a cli- 
mate more nearly uniform with the 
rest of the world.” 
Value of Exploration. 

Discussing the general value of 
Antarctic exploration, Gould men- 
tions meteorological knowledge as 
the first fruit, and says there are 
intriguing prospects in geological 
research. He writes: 

“The greatest problem in struc- 
tural geology in all the world 
awaits solution here: namely, is the 
Antarctic Continent one great land 
mass or is it separated into two 
major parts by a great trough-like 
connection between the Ross and 
Waddell seas? I do not believe 
the latter notion is any longer ten- 
able, but definite evidence is still 
lacking. . . 7 Great stories about the 
past climates and life of the Ant- 
arctic are still waiting to be read in 
the rocks. Nowhere in the world is 
the hunt for fossils filled with pros- 
pects of greater promise. ... Fin- 
ally, it is probably the great chal- 
lenge that it offers to geographical 
research, due to its isolation and 
inaccessibility, that makes the Ant- 
arctic so alluring to the explorer. 

“This challenge is more apparent 
if we briefly contrast/the two polar 
regions. Within the parallel of 60 
degrees north latitude there live 
more than 1,000,000 people, many 
of whom thrive on such industries 
as mining, fishing and lumbering; 
indeed, some of the greatest timber 
tracts in all the world lie within 
these northern latitudes. About the 
South Pole is the highest, the cold- 
est and the most forbidding of all 
the continents and within the whole 
range of the corresponding lati- 
tudes indicated for the north there 
are but a scant few primitive forms 
of plant life, no land animals larger 
than an insect, no trees and not one’ 
human habitant. 

“Bvery other continent can be 
}reached by crossing less than 100 
miles of shallow seas, whereas the 
Antarctic is separated on every sidé 
from the nearest continental land 
mass by not less than 600 miles of 
poceanic waters: Much of the coast 
line remains to be, even roughly, 
charted and only’ within the nar 
row limits of the Ross Sea sector 
has the continent been penetrated 
to any great depth. The continent 
as a whole is still largely unex- 
plored. It is still the terra incog-

Proposal to Unite War Memo- 
rial and Assembly Hall In- 
dorsed by Committee.

A report recommending approval 
of Mayor Miller's suggestion that 
the War Memorial, proposed for 
Memorial Plaza, and the Munici- 
pal Auditorium, planned to go on 
the plaza also, be combined tem- 
porarily will be made to the Amer- 
ican Legion Commanders’ Confer- 
ence tonight by its chairman, Her- 
bert S. Lewis. 

The city lacks sufficient funds 
to erect the separate memorial 
building, as contemplated by the 
1923 bond issue, and to build the 
auditorium as it was planned orig- 
inally. The report, signed by all 
the members of a special legion 
committee, advocates immediate 
construction of the northern sec- 
tion of the auditorium, fronting on 
Market street, between Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth streets . It also in- 
sists that the separate memorial 
eventually be built. 

Elimination for the time being 
of the southern part of the audi- 
torium, including a big meeting 
hall and a large exhibit place, is 
made one of a series Of reserva- 
tions essential to approvad by the 
legion of the Mayor’s suggestion, 
according to the terms of the re- 
port. Other reservations are: 

The combined structure shall be 
so built and named as to be a 
fitting memorial to St. Louisans 
killed in the wars. 

It shall not be used for “any pur- 
poses that would detract from its 
memorial significance,” and suffi- 
cient space shall be allotted in it 
for housing and displaying World 
War n.cmentoes. 

Sufficient space shall be allotted 


for memorial gatherings and veter- 
fans’ meetings. . 

The building shall be managed by 
a board of trustees or commission- 
ers, to be created by law, “with a 
considerable amount of discrimina- 
tory power and on this board vet- 
erans of the great war shall have 
adequate recognition.” 

Construction of the southern por- 
tion shall not be started until the 
separate war memorial, conform- 
ing to the intent of the ‘people 
who voted the 1923 bond issue, 


shall be erected on Memorial 
Plaza. 
The portion which the Legion 


Committee proposes shall ~° erect- 
ed now would contain a hall seat- 
ing 3500 persons, designed in the 
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public gatherings of medium size. 
It would also contain a number of 
smaller meeting places, committee 
rooms and a large lobby. Mayor 
Miller has indicated he favored the. 
arrangement proposed by the re- 
port, but the city has taken no of- 
ficial action on the subject. |

Lenin’s Lifelike Body, Enshrined 
In Monumental Tomb, Is Viewed 


By Peasants With Religious Awe 
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Theatrical Effect Achieved in Formal Display, 
With 5000 to 7000 People in Line Four 
Out of Every Five Days.

MOSCOW, U.S 
NE of the many anecdotes told—but not printed—in Russia re- 
counts the fiction that the exiled Trotzky returned to Moscow 
and saw the striking mausoleum of his old comrade in the fa- 
mous Red Square outside the Kremlin walls.

saying: “Although dead, 


dead.”’ 

It is difficult to imagine what 
the rational and materialistic Le- 
nin would say if he could see the 
impressive and expensive pile erect- 
ed to house his body and perpet- 
uate his memory. He who fought 
religion as an opiate of the people, 
who jeered at traditional spiritual 
feelings, has become a Soviet saint 
whose words are accepted—and in- 
terpreted—as the commandments 
of one who possessed higher pow- 
ers than those of man. His tomb 
has become a shrine, and about the 
place is a religious awe. Malicious 
people say that impressionable 
peasants believe that his spirit 
comes up from the tomb to inspire 
Bolshevik leaders when they speak 
from the platform atop the mag- 
nificent monument to the assem- 
bled multitudes below. This re- 
spect which borders on worship, 
contravenes the impersonal ‘and 
naturalistic Communist philosophy. 


Flowers and Marble. 


Drama and nationalism have 
been built into this gorgeous strue- 
ture. Black and red murble WaAs 
brought from every province//of 
the Soviet Union to be a part-of 
this memorial. Two rugged Ssen- 


tinels, standing at attention with 
fixed bayonets, guard th main 
door. A small flower béd _§ sur- 


rounds the highly polish¢@pmnod- 
ernistic sepulchre. Militia officers 
wander about the crowd at the 
heavy bronze gate, warning peo- 
ple not to touch the marble bal- 
ustrade fringing the flower plot. 

The tomb is open to the public 
between 7 and 8 in the evening on 
four days out of five. On each 
of these days from 5000 to 7000 
people file through the tomb to get 
a fleeting glimpse of the dead 
leader who changed the lives of 
150,000,000 people. 

When we entered Red Square 
one evening shortly before 7 
o'clock, at least 5000 people had 
already formed a serpentine queue 
which led to the entrance of the 
tomb. Knowing that foreigners 
were given the privilege of going 
to the head of the line, we wan- 
dered in and out among the crowd 
to look over these people who were 
so eagér to view the remains of 
their former ruler. Obviously most 
of them were from the provinces. 
Many were without shoes—the 
weather was mild—and there were 
only a small percentage over 35 
years old. Men outnumbered the 
women. Many had become tired 
from standing several hours and 
were sitting on the hard cobble- 
stone pavement of the Red Square. 
Hawkers wove in and out of the 
lines offering medals and buttons 


with Lenin's picture. 


Entering the Tomb. 


At 7 o'clock a snappy militia of- 
ficer came to us with the informa- 
tion that as foreigners we had the 
right to go to the head of the line. 
He led us to the low bronze gate 
of the balustrade, where we joined 
several Frenchmen and Americans. 
The Russians showed no resent-

The reason for the delay was 
that the guards were expecting dig- 
nitaries. The officers used the 
telephone near the rigid sentinels 
and looked toward the end of the 
Red Square. At 7:25 there was a 
stir at the entrance of the tomb. 
The guards had spotted a Ford 
sedan. Shortly afterward two well- 
dressed Japanese were escorted to 
the head of the line and the bronze 
gate swung open. During all this 
time the people were silent and 
patient. They were accustomed to 
delays. 

Led by a tall officer who carried 
a saber, revolver and a dispatch 
case, we entered the tomb. The 
polished black marble of the in- 
terior gave the short corridors a 
funereal air. Indirect lighting along 
the walls added a theatrical touch. 
The .short corridors were broken 
by steps. The body of Lenin lies 
below the street level. 


Seems Merely to Sleep. 

| From the door of the actual 
vault the embalmed body is strik- 
ingly life-like. The flesh has 2 
slightly waxen look. The closed 
eyes, the propped-up head and the 
natural position of the hands create 
the illusion that here is a person 
who merely sleeps. As one ap- 
proaches the glass-covered body 
the waxen look of the body dis- 
appears. Four armed sentinels 
stand stolidly at attention as the 
spectators in single file walk 
around three sides of the bier and 
depart through a door opposite the 
one entered. 


An American woman enabled us 
to get a longer view of the body 
than is granted most visitors. She 
refused to be hurried by the com- 
mandant’s repeated request, “Please 
keep moving.”

The body is draped from the 
walst down. It. is clad in a khaki 
blouse, decorated on the left breast 
with the red rosette of the Order 
of the Red Banner, the highest 
Soviet award. The left hand rests 
on the waist and is relaxed. The 
right hand rests on the right leg 
and is closed. The expression on 
the face is one of calm and peace. 
A concealed light. throws its rays 
directly on the face. The embalm- 
ers and decorators have done their 
work well. 


Why Peasants Are Impressed. 


AS we reached the outside air, 
we felt that we had had an ex- 
perience. It was easy to under- 
stand how the peasants might be- 
lieve that this man had powers 
denied ordinary -persons and that 
his spirit lives on to direct the des- 
tinies of the new nation. : 

We watched the winding queue. 
It was barely moving. Those last 
in the line would’ shuffle along for 
two hours before they reached the 
tomb. Patience would reward 
them. They would have something 
to tell the villagers back in the 
provinces. With their own eyes 
they had seen the uncorrupted 
flesh of Lenin. They would cagry 
back home some of the reflected 
glory of the great man, They, too, 
would be heroes. 

As we left the Red Square, we 
saw “shock brigade’’ workers tear- 
ing down the gate that housed the 


Shrine of the Iberian Virgin, where 
devout Russians for centuries) 
crossed themselves when they) 
passed. My blase Russian com- 


panion observed that the display of 


Lenin’s body was “good antl-re- 
ligious propaganda.”’ 
“The peasants,” he said, “be- 


lieved the priests when they were 
told that the flesh of some of the 
holy men did not decompose. Now 
they can see that the flesh of 
Lenin, whom the priests denounced 
as the anti-Christ, retains its life- 
like texture. When they see Len- 
in’s body now they either pelieve 
he was a great man or that the 
priests misled them. You know 
his brain was heavier and had 
more fissures than the brains of 
ordinary men.” And he proceeded 
to give me the Communist expla- 
nation of Lenin’s greatness.

BRITISH ANTI-DUMPING ACT 
RECEIVES ROYAL APPROVAL 


Gives Board of Trade Power to 
Impose Duties Up to 100 Pct. 
on Certain Manufactures. : 

By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 20.—The Gov- 


ernment’s anti-dumping bill, hav- 
ing passed through all stages in 
both houses of Parliament, received 
royal assent this afternoon and be- 
came a part of the law of the land. 

This is the measure which gives 
the Board of Trade power to im- 
pose a duty up to 100 per cent on 
certain classes of manufactured and 
partly manufactured iniports and 
if the Government takes full ad- 
vantage of it, it may be used to 
curtail American imports. 

A wide range of articles is af- 
fected, including iron and _ steel 
manufactures, cutlery, hardware 
and electrical goods. 


UNITED FARMERS OF MANITOBA

Nationalization of Resources and 
Utilities and Fairer Distribu- 
tion of Wealth Favored.

BRANDON, Man., Nov. 20.—Ab- 
Olition of partisan: politics and in- 
stitution of social ownership to end 
production for profit were advo- 
cated yesterday by a convention of 
the United Farmers of Manitoba. 

The organization without debate 
adopted a “future  policy’’ and 
aligned itself with the United 
Farmers of Canada, Saskatchewan 
section, in support of socialism in 
a 20-point statement which met 
approval by its board. Among the 
other points are: 

Amortization of all farm mort- 
gazes. 

Nationalization of all resources 
and utilities.

| Convention Opposes “Lame Duck” 


Sessions of Congress.

MADISON, Wis., Nov. 20.—The 
National Grange went on record as 
opposed to “‘Jame- duck” sessions of 
Congress and in favor of the na- 
tional prohibition law today. 

The convention voted unani- 
mously its opposition to a change 
in the eighteenth amendment or the 
Volstead act and asked for Federal 
operation of Muscle Shoals for ex- 
perimental purposes. The produc- 
tion of fertilizer and power to de- 
termine the actual cost of running 
the plant was urged.

SPANISH ASSEMBLY OUTLAWS 
ALFONSO, CANCELS HIS RIGHTS 


Finds Former King Guilty of Treason, After 
Five-Hour Debate—Aged Count Makes 
Only Speech in His Defense. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Nov. 20.—Don Alfonso 
dé Bourbon, former King Alfonso 
XIII of Spain, was declared out- 
lawed and banished by the Con- 
Sstituent Assembly today. The 
charge against him was treason. 
He is now in exile in France.” 

The Assembly strippéd the for- 
mer King of “all dignities, rights 
and titles,” including civil and 
property rights, 

The decree makes him liable to 
apprehension by any. Spanish citi- 
zen if he attempts to re-enter the 
country. His property in Spain 
maybe seized by the state. 

The accusations were brought by 
the Responsibilities Commission of 
the Assembly. 

Former President Alcala Zamo- 
ra, who virtually has been conced- 
ed the presidency of the Republic, 
declared that Alfonso had brought 
about the former dictatorship of 
the late Primo de Rivera. 

One Defender of Alfonso. 

The vote of the Assembly was 
by acclamation. The vote came 
after a lone protest by the aged 
Count de Romanones, one of Spain’s 
wealthiest men who, as a dashing 
young nobleman 40 years ago, 
dandled the .baby Alfonso on his 
knee at Es¢orial Palace. 

The vote was preceded by a five- 
hour debate in the Assembly cham- 
ber, packed with radiantly dressed 
women and faultlessly attired men, 
many of them friends of the for- 
mer royal- family and of the aged 
Count. 

The scene, inside the chamber 
and in the streets outside,.was more 
like the opening of the opera in 
the days of the monarchy than 
the setting for the trial of a de- 
posed King for treason against the 
state. 

The session convened late last 
night. Julian Besteiro, the speak- 
er, called the Assembly,’ sitting us 
a court, to order. 

“Let the accusations proceed 
against Alfonso de Bourbon,” he 
said, and a clerk read the charges. 
“Alvaro Figueroa y Torres!’’ the

The Assembly, he said, violated 
the first law of the criminal code 
by attempting to condemn the for- 
mer ‘King without a hearing. He 
denied Alfonso had usurped his 
power to convert Spain into an ab- 
solute monarchy, for Alfonso, he 
said, had never forced a Minister 
to act. 

“Some of his Ministers are here,” 
he said. “Ask them if Alfonso 
ever forced them to sign decrees.”’ 

Alfonso, he added, was powerless 
to stop the dictatorship because 
the Captains General and the pub- 
lic favored it. 

The Count sat down. Other dep- 
uties detailed the charges against 
the former King. When the vote 
came in the early morning hours, 
there was no dissenting voice. The

ABOR statesmanship of a high order 
led to the action of the 21 national 
railway Jabor organizations when they 


invited the managements of the railroads to 
confer with them. Many statements had 
come from railway interests to the effect 
that a wage reduction was necessary. Sepa- 
rate managements had even begun nego- 
tiations with subordinate unions, evidently 
with this end fn view. But such a piece- 
meal and partial process dissolves the issue 
in delay and uncertainty. 

No prompt settlement of the Wage ques- 
tion is possible if long negotiations or arbi- 
trations must take place with a couple of 
dozen crafts on a hundred systems. If the 
managements really want a general wage 
adjustment, this invitation a the door 
for them to come to headquarters for it, 
and obtain a decision in the aie way in 
which it can be obtained promptly, on a 
national basis. 

Thus, the challenge is one that cannot 
ny be ignored by the ccenaeiiaiaane. 
Either they must accept it or lose any moral 
support of the public in the propaganda for 
wage cuts. If they do accept it, however, 
they will have to discuss projects which are 
cherished by labor as well as the action 
which they themselves propose. Labor is 
not so simple-minded as to offer a nation- 
wide cut in wages to hard-pressed cap- 
italists, without any consideration of what 
the effects wil] be. 

The unions are deeply concerned about 
Stability of employment. The welfare of 
the industry as a whole means much to 
them, but its welfare is not interpreted in 
the light of the magnitude of dividends 
paid to stockholders. The unions want an 
industry which can guarantee a decent live- 
lihood to the workers required in it. They 

want to talk in terms of industrial states- 
manship. 

Something like 750,000 railroad men had 
found themselves without jobs by last sum- 
mer. The union executives at that time 
proposed a national conference to the car- 
riers in order to consider what might be 


done about it. The executives replied that 
the job problem must be discussed with in- 
dividual roads, though they would welcome 
labor’s help in eliminating “unfair compe- 
tition,” getting higher rates, etc. There 
the matter rested until this renewal ‘nvi- 
tation by the workers’ representatives. 

Labor has been patronizingly told many 
times that it must consent to Wage cuts 
in its own interest. It is not the rate of 
wages that matters, people say, but what is 
in the pay en — Lower wage rates 
would bring fuller employment. rail- 
way labor unions apparently want to know 
exactly how and why this would work. They 
want to know whether, if they should vol- 
untarily relinquish some of the money they 
are now receiving, by a cut in rates of pay, 
there is any guarantee that their wage en- 
velopes would in the end really be fatter, or 
that more men would be employed. 

It is obvious. of course, that a railway 
Wage cut would not be utilized by manage- 
ments for lower freight rates, thus invit- 
ing more traffic. Would it be devotcd 
merely to enlarging profits? Few railway 
workers would favor it in that event. If 
that is the purpose of the move, it is well 
that the altruistic buncombe of wage-cutting 
should be deflated at once. 

But there is room for a bargain along the 
lines of employment stabilization. If wage 
rates were lower, would the roads guaran- 
tee to spend the savings on repair of equip- 
ment or maintenance of way—now sadl_ 
neglected in many cases? Or could some 
national plan of job insurance or pensions 
be devised, so that greater security might 
be gained in exchange for a lower rate of 
pay? Or would shorter hours serve to dis- 
tribute available work more widely? 

The existence of genuine collective bar- 
gaining on the railroads, with unions hav- 
ing at least the average of competent lead- 
ership, makes it possible to explore such 
possibilities, instead of relying on the un- 
checked assurance of autocratic employers 
that wage-slashing is really all for the 
workers’ own good.

‘Mother Mooney,’ as she is knewn 
by adherents of the Mooney cause, 
is Irish. Her statement says: 

“It was the first fears that they 
would have .hanged him that 
seemed the worst. Though the 
long, dark years since, of hoping 
and struggling to prove his inno- 
cence and secure his release, so I 
could have him with me, were the 
hardest. It seems I couldn't rest 
dead. 

“The marvel of the years has 
been the great goodness of the men| 
who have also believed in his inno- 
cence. It eases the beart of me to 
know this and some day we'll win. 
Kuewing that he has so many 
friends, and the love I have for my 
boy, Tom, has given me the faith 
to go through the torture and suf- 
fering of these many years. 

Couldn’t Harm Any One. 

“In all his life there has never 
been a day that he would have 

harmed any one; let alone the 
taking of any - human life. He was 
not like that—indeed, he has given 

of his own life freely to making 
the lives of others richer and hap- 
pier, particularly his own—the 
workers. 

“They tell me now that Mayor 
Walker of New York is coming 
out to help. It makes the old 
heart of mine overflow with grati- 
tude while my eyes fill with tears. 
The good man, God bless him. 

“I give blessings of an old Irish 
mother to all of those who are 
remembering and helping my boy. 
it is all I have to give, but my 
heart goes along with it.

HIM ‘UNDER THE WEATHER’ 


G. C. Thorne Contests W. K. Zieg- 
feld Estate’s Claim, Alleging 
He signed $5000 Check 
When Drunk. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—The ques- 
tion of how. many drinks a man 
must take before he becomes intox- 
icated. arose in Superior Court here 
in connection with a suit to collect 
on a $5000 check drawn by Gor- 
don C. Thorne, millionaire, in favor 
of the late William K. Ziegfeld, 
brother of the theatrical producer, 
Florenz Ziegfeld._ 

Thorne. a former resident of Chi- 
cago, submitted a deposition from 
his present California home con- 
tending that he was intoxicated at 


the time he signed the check. In} 


the deposition the millionaire at- 
tempts to estimate the number of 
drinks required to put him “under 
the weather.” 

“a conservative estimate,” the 
deposition states, “is about 30 
drinks in an evening, counting 
champagne or brandy or wine or 
highbalis as a drink.” 

Thorne also said in his deposition 
that the signature on the disputed 
check “looks like mine written 
when I am drunk.” 

The suit to collect on the check, 
which was drawn on a Chicago 
bank, was filed by Julian M. Thom- 
as, a lawyer who resides in Paris, 
France. It was brought on behalf 
of W. K. Ziegfeld’s estate. When 
Ziegfeld died, the Thorne check 
was found among his effects. 
Thorne, in his deposition, declared 
with Ziegfeld's consent, he stopped 
payment on the check shortly after 
it was drawn. The check was giv- 
en in payment for an interest in a 
Paris roof garden, according to At- 
torney Thomas.

That sore spot which has afflict- 
ed amateur boxing in St. Louis for 
two years is about to be prodded 
again. But this time there is a 
possibility that the reopening of the 
wound will result finally in its heal- 
ing for the National A. A. U, is 
to take a hand in the situation by 
sending J. Lyman Bingham, assist- 
ant to President Avery Brundage,

termed the high handed methods 
of Probst. The petition called for 
the removal of Probst as president 
but Lacy knew that the national 
body could not depose an officer in 
such a manner. 
Probst likewise was at the con- 
vention and said that he welcomed 
Bingham’s investigation here. He 
said he would call a meeting of the 
executive board of the Western As- 
sociation next Monday and as soon 
as they had a chance to discuss the 
matter they would notify Bingham 
that they were ready.

The changes are viewed here as 
an outgrowth of efforts to develop 
intramural athletics under the res- 
idential college plan, by which 11 
und aduate unfts, each in charge 
of a master, will be set up. 

The new board of, control chair- 
man, who will have faculty status, 
will be “unequivocally at the head 
of-the athletic organization,” the 
announcement said. Alumni repre- 
sentation on the board will be de- 
creased from six to two members. 
Heretofore alumni advisory com- 
mittees have taken an almost dom- 
inating part in the management of

but plan enough to do for three 
meals as outlined in the menus for 
the week. This will take care of 
meals late in the week when you 
will be busy with extra activities 
for the holiday. Roast all ‘pork 
products very thoroughly, and aft- 
er quick browning, reduce the heat 
in the oven to a moderate tempera- 


ture. A fresh ham will take 40’ 


minutes to the pound for best re- 
sults—this time allowed for a mod- 
erate oven. Put the meat in the 
plan, fat side up; if the rind has 
been left on, it should be scored, 
or cut criss-cross with a sharp 
knife. If you wish the rind re- 
moved tell the butcher, as it is 
usually left on. It is easier to 
carve without the rind. Baste 
every half hour during roasting, 
using the fat in the pan, or ap- 
ple cider. 

Make a good brown gravy with 
the ham. On Monday night, cut 


the cold ham in slices and reheat: 


the brown gravy. Serve plum 
sauce with the meat this time. 
There will probably still be enough 
meat left to make a third meal— 
cut it in small cubes, mix with a 
highly seasoned cream sauce and 
serve inx«a_rice border, garnished 
with minced parsley and rosy pap- 
rika. Skip a night between _— sec- 
ond and third pork meals and the 
family will relish the creamed pork 
all the more on Wednesday night. 
In planning all meals for the 
week, care has been exercised to 
make good use of left overs, and 
wherever possible to see that left- 
overs are available to help in next 
day’s meals. For instance, Sun- 
day’s meals make a rather liberal 
use of fruit—grapefruit for break- 
fast, apples, peaches, and pears 
for the other meals. It should be 
possible to put aside a little of 
each of these to use in Monday’s 
noon gelatine. Make enough tapi- 
oca pudding on Monday to serve 
for Tuesday lunch as well. Part of 
a head of cabbage is shredded for 
salad one day, and the rest made 
into a thick soup with rice or spag- 
hetti for next day’s lunch. 4 


Corn Bread Sticks. 

ScaJld one and one-haif cups 
white cornmeal with two cups hot 
milk or water. Beat two eggs until 
light and stir into cornmeal after 
it has cooled. Add one teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth cup melted short- 
ening, one teaspoon sugar and one- 
half cup flour sifted with two tea- 
spoons baking powder. Mix well, 


pour the batter into greased bread | 
stick pans, or into a large shallow | 


pan and bake in a hot oven for 25 
minutes, or until crisp and well 
browned. If baked in a large pan, 
cut in half inch strips for serving. 
Banana Tapioca Pudding. 


one-half cup sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup fine tap- 
ioca and cook in a double boiler, 
stirring constantly, until the mix- 
ture thickens, and then occasion- 
ally until the tapioca is tender 
and transparent. Beat two exgg 
yolks until light and mix with one- 
fourth cup cold milk, add the hot 
tapioca slowly, stirring constantly.

Chill 
and garnish with spoonsful of 
raspberry jelly and more sliced 
bananas before serving. 
Baked Apple Slices. 


” Apples or any tart fruit are gen- | 


erally used with pork to aid in 
the digestion of the meat, and to 
add to the flavor, as the meat is 
bland and needs an acidy touch to 
complement it.’ Baked apple slices 
Tare a change from apple sauce or 
plain baked apples. Wash, but do 
not peel the fruit, remove core, 
and cut apples across in slices 
about an inch thick. Bake these 
around the meat, putting them in 
the pan about 35 minutes before 
the meat is to be done. Baste two

Drain a can of corn and chop 
very fine.

Wash one-half pound malaga 
grapes, cut in half and remove 
seeds. Blanch one-quarter pound 
almonds by pouring boiling water 
over them and letting stand for 19 
minutes. Drain and rub off brown 
skins. Spread almonds on a shal- 
low pan and dry in a slow oven. 
Shred or cut in strfs and mix with 
the grapes. Peel two large seed- 
less Oranges, separate the pulp 
into sections and cut each in half. 
Mix these with grapes and nuts. 
Pour one tablespoon lemon juice 
over the mixture and mix with 
cream salad dressing just before 
serving.

When 
well blended add two eggs and 
beat hard for two minutes. Stir 
in three-fourths cup milk and then 
two and one-fourth cups sifted 
cake flour mixed with ‘two and one- 
half teaspoons baking powder and 
one-half cup cocoa. Stir to mix, 
add one teaspoon vanilla and bake 
in two greased layer cake pans in 
a moderate oven for 20 minutes. 
Cool and put together with cream 
filling; cover the top with choco- 
late icing. 3 
Mix one-third cup sugar with 
one tablespoon cornstarch and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt for the cream 
filling. Add one egg and beat until 
mixed. Scald one and one-half 
cups milk, add to the sugar mix- 
ture, then return to the sauce pan 
and stir over a slow fire until 
thickened, smooth and poiling. Re- 
move from fire and cool. Fiavor 
with one teaspoon vanilla extract. 
Melt three squares (ounce) un- 
sweetened chocolate for the icing 
over hot water, then stir in one- 
half cup 
milk. Beat until thick enough to 
spread. Spread over the top 
layer. 

Chocolate Loaf Cake. 
Cream together a quarter of a 
cupful of butter and one cupful of 
brown sugar, add the yolks of two 
eggs well beaten and Half a cupful 
of milk alternately with two cup- 
fuls of flour which has been sifted 
with three-quarters of a teaspoon- 
ful of soda.

POTATOES AND CARROTS 
RICH IN FOOD VALUES 


A medium-sized potato, baked or 
boiled, has a fuel value:of about 
100 calories.- It has also some pro- 
tein or muscle-building value, some 
iron, and some vitamin -C, all of 
which are important because we 
eat potatoes in quantity. To retain 
their food value, however, vegeta- 
bles must be cooked right. The 
way to keep the vitamin C and the 
iron in the potato is to bake or boil 
it in the skin. 

Next to the potato, the carrot 
probably is the cheapest and most 
important underground vegetable. 
Carrots are rich in iron; they are 
unusually rich in vitamins; and 
many people like them better raw 
than cooked, which is a sure way 
to get all the fine food value that 
is in them. Raw carrots will add 
a cheap salad course toa meal. A 
strip of raw carrot makes a tasty 
relish. Carrots cut small, boiled, 
and buttered, are easy to prepare. 
Carrots fried with apples make a 
good combination, and apples, too, 
are cheap this fall. 


CABBAGE SLAW DE-LUXE 
WITH COOKED DRESSING 


Shave one firm hard head of 
cabbage. Put in the dish it is to 
be served in a layer of cabbage, 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and 
celery seed. Repeat until all cab- 
bage is in the dish. Break three 
eggs in a double boiler and beat. 
ladd one teaspoon of salt, one tea- 
|spoon of mustard, one tablespoon 
of dark brown sugar, one-half cup 
of vinegar, one-half cup of water, 
juice of one-half lemon, one-half 
cup of butter. 

Cook until it begins to thicken, 
stirring all the time. Remove from 
the fire and after it is a little cool, 
beat with a beater, then pour in 
one-half cup of olive oil. The 
longer it is beaten the lighter it is. 
Pour over the cabbage and cover 
dish until ready to serve.

One medium size can kidney 
beans, one cup very finely diced 
carrots, three tablespoens India 
relish, one  tablespoen finely 
chopped onion, one-fourth cup 
mayonnaise salad dressing.

In this connection, the report 
made by the Child Placement Bu- 
reau of the State Charities associa- 
tion of New York is interesting. 
Of the nearly 1000gghildren placed 
m carefully sienna homes 
through this agency, more than 
three-fourths are now rated as 
good citizens and capable men and 
women. 

These findings can only support 
the conclusions that environment 
has far more influence than hered- 
ity upon character development. 

This is good news. All that any 
child needs (except, of course, one 
handicapped by too great a lack ot 
intelligence or a definitely diseased 
mind) is a good environment and 
the right sort of parental love.
